Engineering reports L. Errera as de- 


scribing-in Terre et Ciel a-very simple 
method of producing rain, not of water, 
but of alcohol, and the winds which ac- 
company its formation. Aglasscylinder 
about 8 inches high and 4 inches in 
diameter is half filled with alcohol-of 
92 per cent, the cylinder being covered 
with an ordinary china saucer and slow- 
ly heated in-a water bath, so that the 
whole .becomes warm without beginning 
to boil The'vessel is then taken out of 
the bath and placed on a table, .-when 
vapors soon begin to condense, on^the 
saucer, clouds'form and tiny regular 
drops fall down-in7 vertical'lines into 
the alcohol. The drops have an average 
diameter of forty or fifty millionths of 
a millimeter, .but vary in size, the rain 
continuing for half an hour. The upper 
part soon clears, and the condensation 
takes place some distance -below .the 
saucer. As one side of the cylinder.will 
not rarely be a little colder than the 
other, ascending currents can often be 
noticed on the one side, descending on 
the other. If the warm part is cooled, 
the currents change direction.

1897, receives . general commendation 
from the press.' The Mining and Scien- 
tific Prets says that with the exception 
of one sentence it is an exact copy of a 
bill published in its columns last Oc- 
tober for the consideration of the Cali- 
fornia 'Miner's Convention and the 
State Legislature. 


The Press says it is better than the 


California law. It specially defines the 
number and the size of the posts that 
shall be aet up to mark the boundaries. 
It provides that a certain amount of 
work shall be done within ninety days 
after the posting of the location. The 
locator or locators mast within that 
time sink a shaft to a depth of at least 
ten feat, bat- a cut or crosscut or tun- 
nel, which cuts the lode at a depth of 
ten feet, is equivalent to a discovery 
shaft. 


The relocation of abandoned lode 


claims shall be by sinking a new dis- 
covery shaft and fixing new boundaries 
as if it were the .location of a new claim 
or the relocator may sink the original 
discovery shaft ten feet deeper than it 
was.at the time of abandonment, in 
which case the record mast give the 
depth and dimensions of the original 
discovery shaft at the date of such re- 
location. 
The relocator must erect 


new or adopt the. old boundaries, re- 
newing the posts or monuments if re- 
moved or destroyed. 


The act provides that the annual ex- 


penditure on each claim of 1,500 feet or 
less shall be $100, the same as is re- 
quired by the laws of the United 
States—In estimating the worth of 
labor required to be performed upon 
any mining claim, to hold the same 
under the laws of the United States, 


~ the value of a day's labor of eight hours 
is fixed at the sum of four dollars. 


The Act is based upon the best prac- 


tices of other States and Territories, 
which have leceived the approval of 
practical miners. It will doubtless re- 
sult beneficially to Nevada as the pros- 
pecting of abandoned mines t.o a depth 
of ten feet balow the old shaft or tun- 
nel may develop rich ore in many of 
them and sinking a new shaft at least 
ten feet on-a new discovery may dis- 
close bonanzas. 


THEY OUGHT 
TO GO HOME. 


SpeakerKeed of the House of Kepre- 


sentatives will not appoint committees 
and the House transacts no business. 
Bills are not introduced because there 
are no committees to which thoy can be 
referred. The House, in fact, is not 
organized. It follows the example of 
the Oregon Legislature which passed 
the full term allowed by the constitu- 
tion in vain endeavors to elect a 
Speaker. It is virtually in session by 
proclamation of the President, but 
actually transacting no business what- 
ever. 


The majority of the members are dis- 


satisfied with the tactics of " The Great 
White Filibuster," as Senator Morgan 
styles Reed, bat they are too polite to 
protest' against the inaction of the 
Speaker. . All would like positions on 
important committees and they know 
that if they incur the displeasure of 
Mr. Beed they will not be appointed or 
even recognized during the session. 
Jerry Simpson alone of all the mem- 
bers has the courage to express his 
opinion of the Speaker on the floor of 
the House and he expects no favors. 


As there is not a quorum of the mem- 


bers present in the House once a week 
on an average and as no general business 
can be tranacted because there are~no 
committees it would seem to be the 
proper thing for the members of the 
minority to go home and attend to 
their private business, as they are cer- 
tainly doing the country no good by re- 
maining in Washington, and moreover 
if committees were appointed the 
minority would not be permitted to 
offer any amendments to or discuss 
bills before the House.

THK CONDITION IN CUBA. 


--General Weyler's offer-of autonomy 
to the Cubans has been declined. Gen- 
eral Gomez, on whom the commision 
sent by Weyler, waited, refused to. re- 
receive them and sent a message 
that 
they could not enter camp; 


farther, that his sole exchange for 
peace was liberty and independence. 
Weyler is becoming desperate. His 
rage at the refusal of Gomez was ex- 
treme; The excessivs heat on the Is- 
land in'killing his soldiers off faster 
than a rain of insurgent bullets, and 
the signs'that Spain is unable finan- 
cially to carry on the war is becoming 
more manifest. Troops are being with- 
diawu rapidly, and every steamer that 
departs for Spain is carrying soldiers 
home by hundreds. The interior is 
being abandoned by the Spanish army 
and the indications are apparent that 
Spain is about to give up the war, not- 
withstanding the pretense Weyler makes 
that the war is' over and the island 
pacified. To prove this, he claims 
that there is no longer any necessity 
for so large an army, hence the. return 
oi the troops to Spain. On the other 
band, the. rebels are active in every 
province, and are more powerful than 


SPAIN has more on hand now than 


she is able to take care of. The war in 
Cuba ha? placed her.on the verge of 
bankruptcy, and the rebellion in the 
Philippine. Islands is. adding more 
trouble to her already long list. The 
insurgents have gained several victories 
over the royal forces notwithstanding 
the news that had been given to. the 
world that the rebellion had been 
stamped oat.- Now comes a report that 
the insurgents are 8,000 strong, and 
that the Spanish force on the Islands 
has been defeated, with great loss, and 
compelled to retreat in confusion.

ALBANIAN AND TURKISH TROOPS 


DESERT. 


Bulgaria Refuses to Comply With 


Turkey's Demands. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, April 24.—The latest 


advices from the seat of war indicate 
that the Greek forces have penetrated 
into Turkish territory, reaching the 
rear of Elassona, on the Mount Olym- 
pus side, which is most serious news 
for Turks if true. Tho divisions of the 
Turkish army stationed afc Monaster 
and Salomca are abont to^start for 
Elassona. 


An official dispatch, dated to-day, 


from the Turkish commander of the 
array corps at Janina, Epiras, an- 
nounces that after a desperate battie 
lasting over seven hours the Turks 
captured Fort Beshphoumar where the 
Greeks were entrenched after crossing 
the frontier and advancing along the 
river Luro. 


The news here from Epiras is most 


serious. The Greek division which de- 
feated the Turks at Fillipiada is con- 
tinuing its march on Janina; near which 
place a strong Turkish force is gathered 
and an important battle is }ikely to be 
fought. The most, alarming news re- 
ceived from Epiras is that four battal- 
ions of Albanians belonging to Luro's 
division of the Turkish army have 
mutinied and are oaid to have deserted 
to the Greeks. 


ATHENS, April 24—A Cabinet council 


lasting a long time was. held hero last 
evening. 
The official news received 


from the Greek commander in Theas- 
lay, Prince Constantino, says the.battle 
is proceeding around Mati. Up to 5 
o'clock last evening the Turks had not 
been repulsed. No further information 
has been received of the result of sub- 
sequent fighting. 


The Turks at noon yesterday strong- 


ly attacked Mati, which was defended 
by General Mastapho's brigade. After 
six hours fighting a council of war, pre- 
sided over by the Crown Prince, de- 
cided to order a retreat of the Greek 
forces from Tyrnavo.
